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Community loses great citizen, 
Dr. Richard White dies at age 90

The City of Hickman has lost one of their most 
influential citizens of the past seve ral decades. 

Longtime physician and city 
government leader, Dr. Richard 
White, passed away Saturday 
night in Paducah at the age of 90. 

Dr. White, as all ages knew him 
by, served the people of Hickman 
and Fulton County in both medi¬ 
cine and government since the 
1950’s. 

Long known for his desire to be 
a servant of the people, Dr. White 
was also known as an avid hunter 
and fisherman, who spent many 
days in the duck and goose blind 
and in the boat at Reelfoot Lake. 

He began his practice as a doc¬ 
tor in Hickman in 1954 and started 
a long term as an elected official 
in 1957. 

Soon after the word of his pass¬ 
ing spread through the commu¬ 
nity, accolades and remembrances 
were expressed by many. 

Carolyn Coffey, who just an¬ 
nounced her retirement after 42 
years at Hickman City Hall, said 
she always looked at Dr. White 
“with respect”. 

“He always had the city at heart 
and how it could be better,” she 
said, speaking of his duties as City 
Commissioner and Mayor. 

Coffey said as Mayor, Dr. 

White would always drop by City 
Hall on Wednesday’s to say hello 
to everyone and catch up on city 
business. “I really looked up to 


respected and 


him. Everybody looked up to him. He was just a person who truly 
cared about other people.” 

Former Fulton County School System Superintendent and Coun- 
tv Judge/Executive Harold Garri son referred to Dr. White as a “dear 

friend”. 

Garrison said he was proud of 
the memories of many days goose 
hunting with White, and of what 
he meant to the people of this 
area. “He was a true and faithful 
citizen of this city and the county. 
His love of helping people in any 
capacity was evident. I thought 
the world of him and he will truly 
be missed”. 

A longtime friend and employ¬ 
ee at the medical clinic, Dianna 
Nerren said Richard White had 
one mission in his life, and that 
was “helping other people”. 

“He loved people and he want¬ 
ed to treat all the same. He did not 
care if you were rich or poor. If 
you had a problem, he was con¬ 
cerned and he tried to make it bet¬ 
ter”. 

Nerren said she, and her hus¬ 
band Robert, thought of Dr. 
White “as family” and will also 
miss him dearly. “He was a super 
good doctor who was so smart. 
He touched so many people’s 
lives around here. At the clinic 
near the end, he was treating third 
generation family members. He 
was just always there.” 

Dr. White stepped down as 
Mayor of Hickman, after his

“We were all sadden to hear about the passing of Dr. Richard 
White,” stated Fulton County Judge/Executive David Gallagher 
Monday morning. “He served the city of Hickman for many 
years and he had a specific vision for the city, as well as the 
county. I am personally sad that he didn’t get to personally see 
centralized dispatch. It was one of the things he wanted to see 
happen.” Judge Gallagher worked with Dr. White when he was 
mayor and Gallagher was City Manager of Hickman. 

Another part of Dr. White’s vision, according to Judge 
Gallagher, was the ambulance service. “He wanted to see the 
ambulance service centralized too,” added Judge Gallagher. “He 
loved Hickman and the county. Dr. White understood finances 
very well. On top of it all he was a tremendous doctor.” 

“Dr. White was attending our church recently,” stated 
Magistrate Henry Callison. “He was a blessing to us in so many 
ways and there is no way to acknowledge all that he did do. You 
could tell he really loved Fulton County.” 

Bro. Callison recalled a time back in 1951 when he first met 
Dr. White. “I was 10 or 11 years old and I broke my arm. That 
was the first time I had met him” he said. “He had just started his 
practice with Dr. John Coulter 
Morrison,” he said. “During 
church on Sunday Bro. Jason 
Sipes asked everyone to 
raise their hands if they were 
brought into this world by Dr. 

White and many, many hands 
went up.” 

Another incident shows just 
how kind-hearted and caring 
Dr. White was. “When Dr. 

White was young and making 
house calls he went to visit a 
sick child in the lower bottom,” 
he said. “The child was very 
sick and after he treated the 
child the family informed him 
that they couldn’t pay him and 
by the time everything was

Parham turns his life around, shares his 
experience during Truth or Consequences

“Crime doesn’t pay,” stated 
David Parham on Wednesday, 
Jan. 9 when he addressed 52 
freshmen from Fulton County 
and Fulton Independent schools. 
Parham, a resident of Fulton 
City, who has spent time in jail 
18 different times since he was 
17 years old has turned his life 
around and wanted to share his 
experience with the youth of the 
community. 


Parham was approached by 
his sister, Hailey Parnell, who is 
involved with the SAP Program 
at the Fulton County Detention 
Center, to be a speaker during 
the Truth and Consequences 
program held at Fulton County 
High School by Fulton County 
Extension office with Bernita 
Cheirs. Andrea Hagerty with 
the Fulton County Agency 
for Substance Abuse Policy 
(ASAP) coalition assisted 
Cheirs with the event. The 


event involved law enforcement 
officers, judges, lawyers, health 
care providers, school personnel 
and more. All looking to make a 
difference in the lives of these 
very impressionable young 
people. When Parham was 
younger he was influenced by 
someone who, in his mind, sent 
Parham the wrong message. 
“I wanted these kids to get the 
right one,” he said.

Current rating for pump station and 
levee leave Weatherly disenchanted 


Many projects like the recent 
relief well project and clean¬ 
ing of the ditch at the pump¬ 
ing station, pumping station 
maintenance expenses, mowing 
expenses and attending meet¬ 
ings like the Mississippi Val¬ 
ley Flood Control Association 
meetings each year in Washing¬ 
ton D.C. and New Orleans, La., 
is taking its toll on the Levee’s 
bottom line. 

Almost $55,000 was spent to 
clean out the ditch, $100,000 
was spent on the federally 
funded relief well project and 
last month with four out of five 
levee board members attending 
the MVFCA meeting in New 
Orleans expenses for keeping 
the levee on the minds of con¬ 


gressional leaders were in ex¬ 
cess of $7,000. Expenses like 
these and more have drained the 
levee’s bank account. 

When mowing expenses, 
which are over $9,000 a year, 
total more than the levee’s tax 
revenue this is going to result. 
On Wednesday, Jan. 9, Levee 
Board President David Weath¬ 
erly noted this harsh reality and 
asked his fellow board members 
to start thinking of ways to gen¬ 
erate revenue. “We need to be 
careful with what we do from 
now on,” he said. “Getting in¬ 
volved in any other project that 
is going to cost any significant 
amount of money needs to be 
thought about long and hard.” 

Another hard pill to swallow 


is the fact that after all their hard 
work the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers (USACE) has rated 
the levee as unacceptable and 
the pump station as minimally 
acceptable. “I believe that the 
levee will be rated as minimally 
acceptable after the relief wells 
have been completly installed,” 
stated Weatherly. “I am, howev¬ 
er, a little discouraged with the 
rating on the pump station. Not 
only have we performed a lot of 
work on the levee and the pump 
station, but the USACE has also 
recently spent a lot of money on 
the pump station and we are still 
rated as minimally acceptable.” 

Items cited by the USACE as

needing attention include: 

• Handrail on elevated walk¬ 
way 

• Culverts have not been thor¬ 
oughly inspected in 5 years 

• Motor removed from west 
gate (back on but not working 
because of a bad contact) 

• O & M Manuals need updat¬ 
ing (have them there but need 
updating, they are from the 70s) 

• Stairs inside station crack¬ 
ing 

• Sump Cover Missing 

• Piezometer pipe bollards 
bent and rusty 

“We are the only one in our 
district to receive this rating,” 
added Weatherly. “I am going to 
write a letter to the US ACE to 
inform them of the expenses we 
have incurred over the last few 
years and ah the work we have 
performed on the levee.” 

The board did vote to extend 
Steve Preuett’s mowing con¬ 
tract. The contract ended on De¬ 
cember 31, 2012 and the con¬ 
tract has a two-year extension 
option in it and the board voted 
unanimously to employ Preuett 
to continue mowing the levee 
twice a year. Levee Board Vice 
President Mark Williams would 
like to see Preuett remove the 
rolls of hay within the 10-day 
allotted time frame. 

An additional appraisal was 
performed with relation to the 
relief well project along with 
most of the tree cleaning com¬ 
pleted and much of the ditch 
work performed. 

The restoration project (rip 
rap) is also progressing well. 
“A11 the dirt has been placed on 
the first site,” stated Weatherly, 
“and construction on the second 
site is set to begin soon.” 

The board adjourned at ap¬ 
proximately 9:10 a.m. with 
plans to reconvene in regular 
session on Monday, Feb. 11 at 1 
p.m. in the meeting room of the 
Fulton County Office Building 
on Myron Cory Drive in Hick¬ 
man. The public is invited to 
attend.

FRANKFORT - We have of¬ 
ficially completed the first week 
of the 2013 General Assembly 
Session. It was a busy time 
with many bills hied, and others 
still being drafted. We’ll take a 
break for three weeks for eve¬ 
ryone from newly-elected mem¬ 
bers, like me, to newly-elected 
leaders and committee chairs to 
get settled in. We’ll reconvene 
February 5 for the remaining 25 
days of session. 

I’m pleased SB - 1, histori¬ 
cally the Senate’s top legislative 
priority, is a bill that will allow 
our military troops serving over¬ 
seas to vote via a secure internet 
site. As the Senate President 
announced, the bill will give 
the men and women who pro¬ 
tect our right to vote an easier 
and more accessible way to cast 
their own ballots with assurance 
they will be counted. The bill 
hasn’t been hied yet, but staff is 
working to ensure the process is 
confidential and secure. 

As Chairman of both the Ca¬ 
pital Planning Advisory Board 
and the Budget Review Sub¬ 
committee on Education, I’m 
responsible for reviewing each 
bill assigned to my committee 


to determine which bills the 
committee, and consequently, 
the full Senate will hear. I have 
already been meeting with my 
staff, as well as the Legislative 
Research Commission experts 
to study the upcoming issues. 

I will keep you as informed as 
possible as we go along. Your 
input is invaluable, so please 
let me know about the issues 
that are important to you.

Naylor Ward was born on 
October 16, 1916 to Clyde 
Naylor Burnette and Patti Mae 
Sigmon. He was the second son 
of five children. He married 
Mary Kay Watkins (1-19-1917) 
of Paducah. Her parents are 
Harry Watkins and Zula Mae 
Lennox of Paducah. Born to 
this union were four children: 
Ward Watkins “Butch”, Larry 
Don, Jack Naylor (6-1-1946)- 
(7-9-1951) and Judy Kay (1- 
25-1950)-(4-20-1960). Naylor 
started Pure Milk Company, 
Mears Street, and ran the first 
route (6-22-1939) delivering the 


first pasteurized milk delivered 
in Fulton. 

Move to present location in 
1943 and sold to Turner Dairies 
about 1968. He established 
Burnette Tractor Company of 
Fourth Street and later moved 
to Riceville. He is a member of 
Union Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church where he serves as 
elder.

“Bottom line was that 
he communicated with people,” 
stated Major. “He treated Mindy 
(Rick’s wife) about 10 or 12 
years ago for a spider bite and 
while referencing a medical 
book and talking about treating 
her he finally said, ‘Here, you 
can read this just as well as I 
can.’ He didn’t put on any airs 
that he was better than anyone 
else.” 

Dr. White tried to retire a 
couple of times. After the last 
time, Magistrate Black asked 
him how he liked retirement and 
he said, “I don’t like retirement. 
I am bored.’” 

“We are going to miss him,” 
reiterated Judge Gallagher. “He 
was a tremendous asset to the 
city of Hickman and us.” 

After receiving an update 
from J.L. Atwill on the status of 
centralized dispatch and the need 
to either install fiber optics for 
the phone and internet service 
needed.

term ended in 2006, and retired 
from his practice in medicine at 
the age of 88. 

He received many honors dur¬ 
ing his career, but a one of a kind 
tribute came to White in 1971, 
when he withdrew his name for 
re-election for the upcoming 
Mayor’s race in the city. 

Drawing the surprise of resi¬ 
dents in the community, a coali¬ 
tion called “Concerned Citizens 
for a More Progressive Hick¬ 
man” purchased a full page ad 
in The Hickman Courier, calling 
for the Mayor to reconsider his 
decision. 

The following month, White 
announced he would again 
place his name on the ballot and 
released an ad saying “I am not 
seeking the office of Mayor to 
satisfy a personal grudge against 
any individual, use the office for 
my personal gain, demand this 
or that for a select few, but to 
represent all of the people of 
Hickman”.

The longest stint Parham spent 
in jail was a year and it seem 
to have triggered something in 
his mind to change the path he 
was on. “I went in on July 30, 
2010. When I came out a year 
later I had nothing,” Parham 
explained. “I lost everything 
from my home, time with my 
son and his job.” 

Fortunately for Parham, his 
family was there to help him 
pick up the pieces. “Without the 
support of my family it would 
have been tough for me to 
accomplish what I have now,” 
he said. “I am a maintenance 
man at Williams Sausage and I 
have been there over a year.” He 
now gets to spend time with his 
son. 

Upon Parham’s release from 
jail he was ordered to attend 
Drug Court and he also attends 
AA meetings. “My first time 
speaking to people about my 
experience was at AA,” he said. 
“This was my first time speaking 
to students in groups like this.” 

He also credits Judge Hunter 
Whitesell II and the Drug Court 
of Fulton and Hickman counties 
for contributing to his success. 
“When I was first released I was 
ordered to attend drug court 
once a week for a year. Now 
I go once a month and Judge 
Whitesell and staff have been 
very helpful.” 

During the last 18 months 
Parham has learned how to 
stay clean, stay away from old 
friends and continue on his new 
path. “Misery loves company,” 
he said. “So it is best to make 
new friends and lean on my 
family for support.” 

Right before his last talk with 
a small group of the students 
from Fulton County Parham 
said he was glad he decided to 
speak out about his personal 
experience. “If I can just touch 
one kid, it is one less kid who 
had to learn the hard way like I 
did,” he said. 
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went into executive session 
to discuss a personnel issue 
with an employee from Fulton 
County Centralized Dispatch. 
The executive session lasted for 
almost 90 minutes and resulted 
in the reluctant acceptance of a 
letter of resignation from Jane 
Zickefoose. “After hearing 
the response and receiving her 
letter of resignation with regret 
we accept it,” stated Judge 
Gallagher, “Sorry it couldn’t 
work out.”
